DYNAMITE AD 10 A STRIKE, 


Engineering Works Partly 
Up by Bomb. 


CLIWAX OF “ROUGH” TACTICS 


of Building, on Machinists’ 
Blacklist, Ig Wrecked. 
_ A new element enterad into the labor situa- 
tion last night in the shape of a partly suc- 
cessful attempt to dynamite a strike bound 
plant. An entire corner of a large building 
was torn.away by the explosion, which in- 
flicted to the extent of $2,500. No 
one was in the building at the time. 

The plant, partly wrecked was the Hanna 
Engineering works, at 820 Biston avenue. 
Early last month the seventy-five machinists 
employed there made a demand for the closed 
shop. This was refused by the employers, 
and a strike was called on June 7. ° 

The places of the men were filled within a 
few days and the progress of the strike hag 
been markd by slugging of nonunion men. 
The building is a large two story brick struc~ 
ture, and is new. ‘Anticipating an attempt 
to damage the property, John Laydéck, the 
night watchman, was warned to keep the 
strictest watch at night. He has been in the 
habit of making a round of the building ac shan: 
inside and out every halt hour. 


Watchman Has Narrow ines 

Last night he finished his round inside the 
building and stepped out at the front door 
to inapect the outside, accompanied by his 
dog. Just as he left the front door he heard 
a terrifice explosion, and was thrown from 
‘his feet. The sound of the report was ac- 
companied by the crashing of broken glase 
and the falling of part of the wall. 

Finding himeelf uninjured, and divining at 
once the trouble, be leaped to his feet and 
started around the corner of the building 
in an effort to intercept any one who might be 
running away. He saw no one. 

Laycock sent in an alarm to the police aed 
the patrol wagon of the Attrill street station [ 
was hurried to the spot. An investigation 
showed that the explosion had been severe, a 
high explosive having been used. But it had

| DETAILS OF THE INDICTMENT AGAINST SEVENTEEN PACKING HOUSE CHIEFS 
CHARGING RESTRAINT OF TRADE AND ATTEMPT TO CREATE A MONOPOLY. 


HED blanket indictment covering the sev- 
enteen individuals and the four corpo- 
rations, based upon the Sherman act, 
alieéges firet that the defendants have 

- -<@onepired in restraint of. trade in. the 
United: States and in foreign countries,.and 
secondly that they have attempted to 
nopolize such trade, | 

There are ten counts dealing withdomestic . 
and foreign beef, dried meats, sausage cas- 
‘ings, oil, eee. butter, gtc., and aHeging a 
separate “trust” tn each product in viola- 
tion of the law prohibiting restraint of trade 
and monopolization, ‘ The ‘organization of the 
National Packing company is related, but no 
charges are made against that company. The 
charges are directed against the people form- 
Ing that corporation. The specific manner in 
which violations were carried on is 
although no’ proofs are set forth, 


CONTROLLED THE MARKET. 
The first count of the indictment relates 
the formation of. the four corporations in- 
dicted, na the offfters, and teiling where 
the different panies bought their cattle, 
where they were slaughtered, and where the 
principal markets for the meat were. The 
count establishes that this business comes 
under the control of the act of congress 
enacted July 2, 1800, and that “the said

Assistant Attorney General O. H. Pagin 
said in explanation of the indictment:

The day when the subpenas were first 
served was one of the most exciting in the 
history of Packingtown. There was a great | 
scurrying to get under cover at first, and the 
officials.of the companies held hurried con- 
. ferences on what wae best to be done. The . 
whole thing to them was like a clap of thun- 
der from a clear sky. 


Packers Protest Innocence. 


The attempt to evade service. however, 
soon was abandoned, and the packers said 
the government was welcome to all the evi- 
dence there was. 

They insisted that they had obeyed the 
injunction and that if there was any fault to’ 
be found it was with clerks, agenta, and em- 
ployés who had disobeyed orders. 

John 8S. Miller, chief counsel for the pack- 
ers, gave out this statement: 


~. “Tt this investigation doeg not entirety 


satisfy the representatives of the govern- 
ment that we are in every way possible ob- 
serving the requirements of this drastic in- 
junction we have no word opposition. to 
offer to any’ further full and fair inquiry 
into the actual facts, even by means of the 
secret and ex parte hearing in the grand jury 
room. When that has been done, however,

SPIRIT OF REVOLT REACHING TO 


Conviction Growing Stronger Eu- 
rope That the Revolation Cannot 
Come by, Slow Stages—Army and 
Navy Disaffected, the Reservists 
Have Arms, and Regular Soldiers 
Cannot Be Relied Upon te Attack 

‘Their Brothers in Uniform.

LONDON, July 1.—Stronger and stronger 
thé conviction grows tha: the fateful hour 
for Russia is about to strike. The revolu- 
tion cannot come by slow stages, The mo- 
ment the disaffection in the navai and mili- 
tary forces becomes general the storm will 
break. The news now coming through is 
too confused and contradictory to permit of 
‘any reliable estimate of how widespread 
the ihsurrectionary movement among the 
troops may be, but it seems to be confined 
to the reservists instead of the regular 
troops in most places. 

The spirit of rebellion, Louiibn has 
reached the czar’s doors at Tsarskoe Selo. 
The reservists have arms, and the regular sol- 
diers, except the Cossacks, who might be

Russian people be rescued from tyranny 
without an indise te slaughter surpass- 
ing the French jrevolution in horror?

There is, how- 
ever, a well defined and organized party of 
Russian liberals awaiting the proper mo- 
ment to seize the government and install a 
new régime. Their program, of course, is 
secret, and force must! play a large part in

Will czardom altogether be destroyed? 
Few in Russia believe a republican form of 
government suitable to the Russian people. 
It is scarcely practicable to set up a new 
dynasty, and a liberal constitution assured- 
: ly will be established. It is said a representa- 
tive regency will be appointed during the 
twenty years’ minority of the czar’s eon. 


Effect on Peace Treaty. 

It was said in a cryptic dispatch yesterday 
that peace with Japan would not be made 
by the present Russian government. It is 
interpreted as a prophecy that the present 
régime would be overthrown before the ne- 
gotiations are finished. Its meaning has a 
wider scope than that. Let Japan’s position 
in dealing with Russia be considered for 
@ moment. What was the sole cause of the 
present war? Notoriously it was nothing 
but Russia's repudiation of her solemnly 
made obligations. Of what value to Japan, 
then, would be a fresh set + promises from 
the same source? 

Japan has no quarrel with the Russian 
people. She has nearly 100,000 of them as 
prisoners within her borders. She has fra- 
ternised with them, learned to like them and 
to sytr pathize with them in their oppression. 
Why, under all these circumstances, should 
she not require that peace, when it comes, 
in order to be permanent, should be ratified 
by a representative of the national assembly? 

This thing may be unprecedented, it may 
even be an unjustified attempt to interfere in 
the domestic affairs of her enemy, but that 
does not alter the reasonableness of such a 
demand.

CIVIC PERILS AND REMEDIES. 

There are none who see the dangers of 
municipal operation: of publie utilities so 
clearly as the men who are intrusted with 
civic administration abroad. It was no ac- 
cident. which caused the lord provost of 
Glasgow, the lord provost of Edinburgh, the 
chairman of the tramways committee of the 
London council, the head of the vicinal rail- 
roads of Bélgium, and others in charge of 
municipal enterprises to tell Raymond that 
unless municipal governments could be di- 
yoreced from politics they could not be 
trusted to manage great industriul enter. 

They all volunteered the suggestion that 
continuity of administration. is indispen- 
sable to the proper administration of street 
cars or gas works. When once the mana- 
ger of a traction line becomes dependent 


upon a council committee which is being

constantly changed for purely political rea- 
sons, his indepetidence of action is thereby 
destroyed. He must necessarily adjust his 


. working force to suit the political needs of 


his own superiors. The great city execu- 
tives mentioned are practically unanimous 
in suggesting that American cities must 
first eliminate politics entirely from the 
municipality before public operation. can 
possibly be successful. In several foreign 
cities, and notably even in Glasgow, dan- 
gerous political influences are already at 
work, and the men who have made munici- 
pal trading possible in Great Britain are 
now suggesting remedies of the most radical] 
nature. 


There. were two men who were particu- 


larly and personally concerned in the mu- 
nicipalization of the Glasgow tramways. 
One was John Young, the manager of the 
‘municipal system. He electrified the old 


horse car lines, remodeled the entire system, | 


and put it on a paying basis. Then what 
happened? The .usval thing. Mr. Young 
was too good a man to work for a munici- 


ality. He was offered a salary four times 


as large as he received from Glasgow, and 
he is now general manager of Mr. Yerkes’ 
underground electric railroad in London. 
The municipality, of course, could not com- 
pete with the private corporation and lost 
its expert, who naturally went where he 


could get the most money. 


The case of the other Glasgow municipal 
expert is even more significant. He was 
Bailie Walter Paton, chairman of the tram- 
ways committee of the Glasgow municipal 
council. He participated in the actual 
work of municipalization of the traction 


lines, and in conjunction with General Man- 


ager Young successfully financed the whole 
system and achieved the admitted success 
made today in Glasgow. The good Bailie’s 
heart was in his work, and it never occurred 


to him that his seat in the council, after such 


devoted service for the public good, could be 
in. danger. 
the Glasgow municipal tramways, was sud- 
denly beaten for re@léction by a combination 
of dissafisfied labor elements. They were 
alert when Mr. Paton’s friends scouted at 
the idea of danger, and today this faithPal 


public servant is subjected to the humilia- 


tion of seeing a new man in his place in the 
council chamber, while the municipality, to 
the regret of all good citizens, has thus lost 
the services of both of its tried traction ex- 
perts, one representing the operation and 


the other the public administration of the 


tramways. 

If such things can happen in Glasgow, 
where half the adult males are without 
votes, or where only taxpayers exercise the 
right of suffrage, how much more likely are 
they to occur in Chicago, where the lodging 
house loafer, the police court criminal, and 


the depraved and! degraded generally can, 


do, and probably always will exercise a po- 
tent influence for evil through their votes. 

In half a dozen British cities the authori- 
ties-admit the danger of the creation of an 
army of municipal employés with the possi- 
bility, or the certainty, that they will com- 
bine to use the suffrage to better their own 
conditions. The result is that Sir John Ure 
Glasgow, the 
foremost advocate of muni¢ipal ownership 
and operation in the world today, is openiy 
ready with a remedy so drastic that its oper- 
ation in the United States would produce a 
political revolution. In common with the 
authorities of most other cities the Glasgow 
lord provost argues-that the only way to pre- 
vent municipal employés from going to the 
polls to dictate the terms of their own em- 
ployment is to deprive them of the right of 
franchise at all municipal elections. 

Of late it has been a fad among people 
who are densely ignorant of the facts to refer 
to Glasgow, Liverpool, and other places as 
evidences that municipal ownership and op- 


. eration would be a success in America.

As to one of these—Sipiagin, ministers of the interior—there is a great 


deal in the famous article in the Quarterly, which raised so much comment 


a few months ago. A grim reading it is, especially now, when everything is 
in the seething pot. He was chosen for his post through the influence of 
the dowager empress. The picture of him given by one writer shows that 
he was at once an amiable man and a dangerous official. “ Intellectually 
 Beeotian, but socially agreeable,” says this incisive writer, “he was a wel- 
comé guest in the houses of our nobility, where tea table gossip is at a high 
premium.” 

Here is-a picture of a man which, to me at least, is attractive. This 
fs not the type of man one Would expect to be mixed up in a cruel tragedy 
of assassination and the ferocities of murderous political hatred, but such 
was the poor man’s destiny, and he met his fate in circumstances, too, 
which ought to have exorcised such grim terrors. For the death of Sipiagin 
took place while he was entertaining his sovereign after a fashion that was 
a delight and a pride of the czar. I quote again: 

“ M. Sipiagin induced the czar to visit Moscow and spend passion week 
there; and the trip was successful beyond expectation. On this pilgrimage 
M, Sipiagin treated the emperor as Potyemkin dealt with Catherine II; 
he enveloped him in an atmospheré of popular affection, surrounded him 
with signal proofs of his subjects’ prosperity, intoxicated him with the wine 
of self-satisfaction. But while his majesty was thanking heaven that his 
people were happier. than foreigners, millions of his best subjects were be- 
ing despoiled of their hard earned money and many were being imprisoned 
or banished, some for obeying the commands of God, othets for infringing 
the unjust laws of the government. M. Sipiagin, who was not a cruel man

No Virtue in Poverty. | 

Certainly therg is no virtue in poverty. 
If there is, David Starr Jordan is the Colum- 
bus of its discovery. No sane man can be 
an admirer of poverty. Every man strives 
against it with might and main; fights it off 
as he would the plague. ! 

Poverty implies lack. It implies relltrtoted 
opportunities. It. impliés all the digadvan- 
tages of an extremely limited education, and, 
ordinarily, associations that are morally 
weakening. If the young man born poor 
achieves, and acquires, and rises superior 
to these immoral influences, he does both 

ese things at a far greater cost to himself 
and the world than does the young man born 


* well to do. 


Poverty implies insufficient nourishment 
ahd clothing. It implies a constant conflict; 
a struggle for bare existence, Economists 


put poverty at the bottom of four-fifths of 


the drunkenness and two-thirds of the crime 
in the world. Ifthe strong sometimes or- 
ganize ruin and disaster for their -selfish 
ends, the poverty weakened aritt into crime 
to combat ft, and lose. 


President Jordan knows that such poverty : 


as one finds in the tenement districts and the 
slums means an impoverishment of the 
blood; that the boy born to it and reared in 


it is feeble, sickly, and incapable, compared *‘ 


to the boy in that comfortable condition 
known as “being well to do.” He knows 
that the thn, impoverighed sofl of Vermont 
yields a scant crop—fight as the farmer may, 
and does; a meager crop as compared to the 
crop from his rich California soil. He knows 


that butchers get their fresh beef and mut- 


ton, not from the sparse pastures of New 
Hampshire but from the rich grazing lands 
of Wyoming, Texas, and Oklahoma. And

“My life—while counted a partial success 
by some—has been one of bitterness, of héart 
burnings, and hopelessness. I was born 
proud—with a pride that permitted no person 
to look down upon me+yet many times I 
have looked down upon and hated myself be- 
cause of my poverty. Perhaps without 
pride and without ambition the sting of 
poverty would not be felt, but when a man 
says that the boy who is born poor is lucky 
he never has been a poor boy.

Putting in a stretch of new asphalt paving, 
for instaneg; placing a heavy boiler, a great 
dynamo, or the rigging of a block and tackle 
system for any purpose in the busy portions 
of the twenty-four hour day costs the down- 
town district perhaps hundreds of dollars on 
hour, 

The other day the placing of a giant dynamo 
ina downtown basement required the greater 
part of the working day. For at least seven 
hours the crowds that stood watching in the 
streets or that peered from neighboring win- 
dows averaged at least 250, mostly men and 
boys. Scarcely a messenger boy of any type 
got past the scene under ten minutes, while. 
men of business dress and look and manner 
would take half an hour watching the move- 
ments of the apparatus. Looking the crowds 
over it would be seen at a glance that nine- 
tenths of the spectators were squandering 
time that had value to somebody; they were 
not hobos or tramps. 

With an average of 250 persons watching 
the work for seven hours, the time of one 
person for 221 days of eight hours each was 
lost there, 


Stop to Watch BE Fires: 

Nothing in the work of the streets attracts 
more attention than that which demands 
the building of an open fire. Man reverts to. 
his aboriginal! instincts more readily because 
of the open fire than because of any other 
material influences that reach him in the 
public thoroughfares. The adjustment of 
the car tracks in Madison street, between 
State and Wabash, recently has cost the dis- 
interested city at large at least ten times 
as much as it has cost the railroad company. 

Every phase of the work has had its effect 
upon pedestrianism, as well as upon drivers 
of vehicles and street cars themselves. Ce- 
ment mixing, drilling of rails and placing 
them, and, lastly, the fire blast that heats the 
asphalt to a softmess for spreading have 
held their crowds day after day past all 
count. The blazing asphalt has held the 
largest crowds, and at times the pavements 
on each side have been crowded back to the 
building line with lookers-on. 

It is in this manner that the crowds look- 
ing on at such work delay not only their own 
work but interfere in costly manner with 
those busier ones who find their passage 
through the streets barred in great measure

“The brakes cannot-be too much depended 


on. It is nothing’to know that you can stop © 


a car in twenty feet if the dfiver is to be 


thrown fifty feet further into the road, or «

APAN, that country of surprises and of 
seeming contradictions, is unionizing. 
Unions have been: formed in almost 
every trade and craft and in practically 
every shop. But with the usual con- 

trary view of) the ‘cunning oriental, the 
unions are formed, not to fight for shorter 
hours end higher waged, not for “ sym- 


“pathy or for “graft,” but to strike for 


better machinery, better methods of training 
in work, and for better bosses. 

And, also, those surprising Japanese unions 
are Hot only not enemies of the government, 
not fomenters of riots and trouble, and men- 
ace to good government, but they are fos- 
tered by the government and urged to strike 
by the government when their employers re- 
fuse to install modern machinery or employ 
good and competent bosses. And ¢ven more 
purprising, the labor leaders-and walking 
delegates are sons of noble and rich families, 
educated in America and Europe by 


Suzuki of Unions. 
Jun Suzuki, now on a protracted diplomatic 


_tiission in America, je the man who first in- 


troduced labor unfons into Japan. This was 
Gone at the instigation of the government 
as a result .of careful investigation of the 


workings of labor unions in Europe, especial- 
in Britain. 


Mr. Suzuki, up to the time of his entering 
the diplomatic service, was a professor of 
political economy at the High Industrial 
school of Tokio. 

After finishing his ordinary education in 
Japan, Mr. Suzuki traveled in England on a 
government scholarship and studied at Cam- 


bridge university. In London he read the | 


English economists, but was particularly im- 
pressed with Arnold Toynbee’s lectures on 


' the industrial revolution. It appeared to him 


that Japan needed not an evolution in its 


pees at once. 


Count Henil, a nephew of the crown prince, 
was a closé and intimate friend of Mr. Suzu- 
ki. To thfs minister went Suzuki with 
his plan for unfonizing the chief tradeg of 
Japan. The methods employed were not 
English methods, and the idea alone as 
worked out by the Japs bears little re- 
semblance to American or English forms 
of trade unionism. The Japs are a people 
of a different spirit. ‘* Not till our skins - 
change to white and our hair to brown,” 
said Mr. Suzuki, “will the spirit of the 
Japanese become Europeanized. The best 
in Europe and in America we shall’ adopt 
or adapt to suft our Japanese conditions, 
but our spirit must ever remain the same, — 

“We are a happy people. After all, there 
is more democracy with us than with you— 
at least in point of spirit—though our di- 
vision of wealth is much more marked than. 
with you. For the most part it is our noble 
class who have the money. Captains of in- 
dustry, as you call them in America, are 
unknown with us. But the forms of an- 
tagonism between your workingmen and 
your industrial owners are entirely of a 
motives. — 


“Ten years ago Japan was only begin- 


- Ding to introduce machinery—that is, modern 


machinery, The working people for the most - 
part were not only poor butignorant. There- 
fore we introduced our unions as educational 
institutions. Our idea was to teach the 
working people how to make use of machin- 


ery so as to improve the quality and increase | 
the quantity of their productions. The first - 
trades that we attempted to ynionize--that 
to educate— were the iron workers, ’ 


is to sa 
the printers, and the carpenters. These we 
took te be the most important fades at that _ 
time. 

“The government helped to introduce the 


machinery, and? then it began to show the. . 


workers how. to make the bést useofit. Our 
unions were more in the nature of craft 
guilds, only, instead of being directed by 
leaders from the workers themselves, the 
government supplied them with educated 
men. So that today the labor leader of Japan 
is not a worker, a man who has come from 
the ranks of labor, but a man trained abroad, 
usually at the expense of the government,

Surgeons 
Trepanned

R. L. MANOUVRIER, the most famous... 
anthropologist in France, having ob- 
served and studied unmistakable 
marks on prehistoric skulls found in 
the region of Paris, boldly declares 

that the great twentieth century surgeon is~ 
merely treading in the wake of skilled prac- 
titioners who, without anzsthetics or anti- 
septics, with blades of flint instead of tem- 
pered steel, performed three or four thousand 
requiring thorough 
knowledge and consummate ability. - 

“It is established beyond question,”’ said 
Dr. Manouvrier, “ that trepanning, even to- 
day a delicate operation, was not only known 
in prehistoric times but was practiced far 
more extensively than nowadays. Before 
trepanning sutgeons must have ‘known of 
other operations, the traces of® which have 
disappeared, like the wooderi tools and arms 
which preceded stone. Amputations and 
bone setting required less imagination and 
certainly no more skill than certain openings 
in skulls whose perfection is simply amazing. 
Men able to do such work could not’be dis- 
concerted by small operations. As for dress- 
ing ‘wounds, they must have understood the 
art perfectly, for trepanning requires com- 
plicated dressings. |

The Methods— 


Of cleaning silver are as many as the roses 


of June. Silver should be cleaned as seldom | 


as possible. the frequency depending upon 
the daily care. The gradual wear of daily 
use and mere washing and wiping are con- 
siderable, and, when the rubbing with clean- 
ing powders is added to that, we wonder 
there is any heirloom silver left. 

If the silver is carefully washed and wiped 
according to the directions and then occa- 


sionally polished with a chamois, the clean- ° 


ings need not be frequent. If silver tarnishes 
quickly the housewife should look carefully 
to her traps and furnace, because this rapid 
discoloration is a pretty goed indication of 
the presence of noxious gases. ve. 
One of the best ways of cleaning large pieces 
of silver that are covered with a great 
amount of ornamentation, is to place them 
in a kettle of warm soda water and bring 
them gradually to the boiling point. Line 
the kettle with pieces of cloth and lay pleces 
of cloth between the silver. Rinse in clear, 
hot water, and wipe with soft towels.
